Tile Immenee Valua In This Saspect 
Which Poultry Ar« Upon 
the Farm. 

There is one valuable advantage to 

keeping poultry on the i that Is 

generally overlooked, and that la the 
vast number of ioaecU destroyed by 
them. 

If evary insect caught by a ben 
in a day were counted and an esti- 
mate made of the number of Insects 
eaten by a flock of 25 hens. It would 
•bow that hen i- ura mora useful In that 
respect than may he supiioseo. 

When busily at work scratching 
the hen securea many grubs and 
worms, while the larvae of insects also 
assist In providing them with food. 

A flock of turkeys will search every 
nook and corner of a field for In- 
sects, and as a turkey ran consume 
a large amount of (u.ni it will make 
away with a vast number of them each 
day. 

The active guinea i« ever on the search 
over the fields for Insects. It does not 
scratch, but every hlutle of graaa la 
looked over, and It rarely comes up to 
the barnyard to aerure fo«Kl Its Indus- 
try prompts it to secure Its own food 
and In so doing hundreds of Insects are 
destroyed. 

WARM DRINKING WATER.

The 
meaning, the definition of suicide, 
this "the intentional taking of one's 
Otn life." And this jury had not 
one particle of evidence that Miss 
Flanery ever cherished any intention 
of taking her own life. They have 
acquitted all others of blame the 
room mate, the matron of the house, 
her teachers, the physicians — all 
these are cleans;! by the coroner'* 
verdict. But the coroner's verdict 
does not, as we feel it ought, it <1<»- 
not'clear the dead. We think that 
the jury should have said whether 
"i not' the death was the result of 
accident, mistake— or was iiiiiuten 
tionally brought aliout. 

I speak then in Itehalf of the dead 
I ask you not to lielieve that out- 
dear one intentionally took her own 
life. Aud these are some of the 
reasons: 

First, such action would lie con 
trary to the well known character of 
Mi*s lle*sie Flanery. She belonged 
to a gi«x"l family From childhood 
she has lieen a good girl. For years 
we have known her as a faithful, 
cheerful, successful student. ftC 
bably no girl from her county in this 
or any other school ever made such 
Inch attainments iu scholarship. We 
saw her join the church, we heard 
her testimony to the saving ixiwer of 
.lesus Christ, we sent her as our 
delegate to the great conventions of 
Christian young women Such 
|»<ople do not commit suicide. It 
would require i <s erw helm ing ev idencc 
to convince us tint such a \oung 
lady intentionally took her own life 
The principle* of common law forbid 
us to believe it so long as there is one 
chance in a hundred that the deed 
s».i- accidental 

Second, no |«os*il>le niotne can U 
given for such a dead When we 
convict a man of murder it is required 
that some iuducing cause should lie 
shown, some wrong, some grudge, 
some threat, some preparation 
lieforehand Men are not to lie 
supposed to take life without some 
impelling motive. The same rule 
hohls in a case like this And Bessie 
Flanery had no motive for taking her 
own life. She had e.. minuted no 
fault for which she might Is- asham 
ed. She had met with no wrong 
or unkiuduesM by which she might l«- 
cast down. She left no farewell

It seems necessary that a word 
should lie said about the manuer of 
our sister's death. A shadow has 
fallen u|miu our hearts which it i- 
vvell to remove at the beginning of 
this memorial *erv ice Her death »va- 
suddeu and startling. Her room 
mate left her to go to breakfast, and 
returning found her unconscious iu 
hei lied I »■ k i. . : - called in hasti 
found her beyond their help, killed 
by poisou. 

A coroner's jury hearing testimony 
from those who were first U|«>n the 
set-in 1 returned a verdict of suicide. 
From this verdict I think all those 
who knew Bessie Flanery, and all 
peraous who have been pro|»-rly 
instructed in the rules of evidence, 
most earnestly dissent. We will not 
blame the jurors, for they seem to have 
done their duty as they understood it 
from the Coroner. We will not Maine 
the Coroner but with largei L 1 1 ■ • w 
ledge and and more careful study of 
the whole case we dissent from the 

teldict. 

Ami first let me say that no coro 
uer's jury ever pretends to com ict of 
crime. The coroner only undertakes 
to make a sort of preliminary ex- 
amination.. His vrtrdict gives the 
of honest men on the first 
hurried investigation, but it docs not 
claim to lie an infallible or decisive 
thing. When a coroner s juiv de 
dares tfiat a murder has been com 
mitted that does not establish murder 
as an actual fact After that the one 
whom the coroner accuses of the 
crime has to lie tried in regular form 
by a coiiqieteut judge and jury. The 
coroner's verdict can usually acquit a 
man and prevent him from lieing 
prosecuted, but it cannot condemn 
In spite of any coroner's ver-

She ought to have known lieltei 
but who of us does not often act 
ahaentmindcdly ami forgetfully r She 
took a little of the carliolic acid in a 
tumbler of viater for some purpose 
perha|i* thinking that with something 
so hot sin would wash out her 
throat. And instantly her throat was 
burned aud closed. Paralysis came 
iu a moment, us the smooth bed 
proves. She died by accident. 

This is my delilierate judgment, 
ami a judgment I can confidently 
commend to all. There is no ev i 
deuce which could convict a living 
person of crime, ami we certainly do 
not ne.. I to condemn the dead who 
cannot *|s-ak for themselves. We 
will reinemlier our sister, our daugh 
ter, our pupil, our class-mate, our 
friend, as she was iu life, iu lieauty 
of face and soul. We will admit no 
suspicion to cloud her memory. We 
w ill cherish her image in our hearts, 
as of one whose .companionship was 
pleasant, and who now walks with
